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A fter stop in Poland 
Carter arrives 
for Iran visit 


TEHRAN, Iran* (AP) — President 
C arter flying from a snow storm in 
Poland arriv ed in sunny T ehran today, 
to a greeting from the Shah of Iran and 
an Im perial Honor G uard. 
Air F orce One landed at M ehrabad 
International A irport at about 4:35 p.m. 
(7:35 a m. EST), som e 4*^ hours after 
leaving W arsaw . 
Shortly 
before 
C arter 
arrived, 
hundreds of anti-A m erican and an ti­ 
governm ent protestors staged sporadic 
dem onstrators 
around 
T ehran, 
the 
capital. 
Some shouted “Y ankee go hom e” in 
a dem ontration a t the U.S. E m bassy in 
downtown T ehran. 
Thousands of police in riot g ear and 
plainclothes guarded the six m ile route 
the C arter m otorcade will take from 
the airp o rt to the W hite P alace w here 
he will spend the night. 
P ro testo rs also m assed at Tehran 
U niversity, and outside the offices of a 
jointly 
owned 
Iranian-A m erican 
com pany. 
W itnesses said they sm ashed win­ 
dows at the com pany offices. The 
crow ds dispersed when police arrived. 
Several a rre sts w ere reported. 
At 
the 
university, 
dem onstrators 
carrying p lacards proclaim ing “ We 
hate A m ericans” and 
“ Down with 
Im perialists” w ere hustled into police 
vans and taken aw ay. 
C arter, 
hatless 
in 
driving 
snow, 
review ed a m ilitary honor guard with 
Polish 
C om m unist 
P a rty 
leader 
E dw ard G ierek at the W arsaw m ilitary 
airport. 
Snow, falling from a leaden sky, 
covered the p resident's hair as he 
chatted briefly with fam ilies of the U.S. 
E m bassy staff and shook hands with a 
sm all crow d of Polish factory w orkers 
bussed to the airp o rt for the brief 
departure cerem ony. T here w ere no 
airport statem ents. 
A larg e red sign at the airport 
proclaim ed: 
“ Long 
live 
friendship 
between the peoples of Poland and the 
United S tates.” 
C arter, ending his first visit to a 
Com m unist nation, boarded Air Force 
One for the 41- hour flight southeast to 
the Iranian capital. 
The Boeing-707 jet w as airborne at 
9:13 a m. (3:13 a m EST). 
C arter will be m eeting the Shah of 
Iran in T ehran to discuss energy 
problem s 
with one of the w orld’s 
largest oil producing nations. He and 
the Shah also w ere expected to take up 
the latest M iddle E ast developm ents, 
before 
C a rte r’s 
New 
Y ear’s 
Day 
m eeting in T ehran with King Hussein of 
Jordan 
The President is expected to decide 
today w hether he will include a brief 
m eeting 
with 
E gyptian 
P resident 
Anwar Sadat in his foreign itinerary. 
C arter said F rid ay he w as was con­ 
sidering a stopover in Egypt while en 
route to F ran ce W ednesday after a 
m eeting with King Khaled in Saudi 
A rabia Tuesday. 
C arter, offering a toast at a lavish 
state dinner F riday night a t the 17th- 
century W arsaw palace, said he said 
believed Poland and the Soviet Union 
would launch a w ar only under “ the 
m ost 
profound 
provocation 
or 
m isunderstanding.” 


As for the U nited States, he said, “ We 
also want peace and would never sta rt 
a w ar, except by m istake, when we 
didn’t understand the m otives and 
attitudes and desire for peace on the 
p art of our potential ad v ersaries.” 
T oasting his host, Polish C om m unist 
P a rty leader E dw ard G ierek, C arter 
said his visit to W arsaw — a city rebuilt 
from the ashes of World W ar II 
convinced him Poland and the Soviet 
Union have suffered so deeply from 
w ar they would never sta rt one on their 
own. 
“ Although we belong to different 
m ilitary alliances, 
our 
hunger 
for 
peace is the sam e,” C arter said. 
G ierek, in his reply, said Poland 
“sp ares no effort to consolidate the 
process 
of 
detente 
and 
m ake 
it 
irreversible, for detente is the only 
a lte rn a tiv e .” 
D riving to the banquet, the C arter 
m otorcade passed through about IOO 
dissidents gathered outside the palace 
g ates on a cold and rainy night The 
d em onstrators 
chanted 
in 
Polish 
“ C arter, C arter, save us, save us.” 
In his toast, however. C arter praised 
the Polish record of “ a deep com ­ 
m itm ent to hum an rights, a belief in the 
value of hum an freedom and hum an 
life.”

As union miners head into 1978 
No coal strike settlement seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Thousands of 
U nited Mine W orkers m em bers are 
heading into 1978 with no end in sight to 
their 26-day nationw ide strike. 
N egotiations on a new' contract broke 
off on 
F riday when 
coal 
industry 
operators w alked out of the talks and 
officials said they didn’t know when the 
next discussions m ight be held. One 
source said the talks w ere “ in very bad 
sh ap e.” 
It w as the third tim e the talks have 
broken off since they began in October 
E ach side is blam ing the other. 
It appeared to be up to federal 
m ediators to call both sides back to the 
bargaining table, but it w as not known

Cambodia cuts ties with Vietnam

Cam bodia cut diplom atic ties with 
Vietnam today and accused its Com­ 
m unist neighbor and form er ally of 
m ounting

plotting to topple the Phnom Penh 
governm ent 
Radio Phnom Penh, in a broadcast 
m onitored 
here, 
claim ed 
several 
divisions of V ietnam ese troops 
aided 
by 
“ foreigners"

com m anders and advisors” — have 
invaded 
C am bodia, 
backed 
by 
by 
hundreds of tanks and w arplanes. The 
broadcast 
did 
not 
identify 
the 
“ foreigners.” 
C am bodian President Khieu Sam- 
phan, in a 46-minute speech broadcast 
by the official state radio, accused 
V ietnam 
of 
trying 
to 
attain 
its 
“ strategic desire to m ake Cambodia a 
m em ber of the V ietnam -dom inated 
Union of Indochina ” 
He said the invasion began last 
S eptem ber and claim ed the attack ers 
burned villages, raped women and shot 
civilians.

The broadcast was the first official 
acknow ledgem ent of fighting betw een 
V ietnam

large troops units w ere reported by 
sources in Bangkok and W ashington in 
D ecem ber. 


O fficial V ietnam ese radio broadcasts 
m ade no m ention of the Cam bodian 
statem ent.

diplom ats until Jan. 7 to leave the 
country and said a ir links betw een the 
two countries would be suspended.

Harsh statements issued by probers 


House investigators to subpoena Park 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - House in­ 
vestigators, harshly denouncing the 
U.S.-South Korean agreem ent to get 
Tongsun P ark’s testimony on alleged 
Capitol 
Hill 
influence-buying, 
say 
they’ll subpoena him to testify before 
Congress as well as in the courts. 
Rep. John J. Flvnt, D-Ga., chairm an 
of the House ethics committee, called 
the agreem ent “a facade’’ that allows 
Park to refuse to testify to Congress. 
“Congress will not sit idly by and 
accept this insult,’’ Flynt said. 
The panel’s special counsel, Leon 
Jaworski, said South Korea “continues 
to conceal facts from Congress and has 
in addition persuaded the Departm ent 
of Justice to assist it." 
Flynt and Jaworski issued the harsh 
statem ents almost immediately after 
American and Korean officials an­ 
nounced an agreement committing 


Park to testify in U.S. courts on his 
alleged influence-buying operation in 
Congress. 
A criminal indictment charging Park 
with bribery and influence-buying will 
be dropped under the agreement, but 
only after Park has completed “truth­ 
ful testimony’’ in court. 
Assistant 
Attorney 
General 
Ben­ 
jam in R. Civiletti said Park can be held 
and prosecuted for perjury if he lies, 
but otherwise will be allowed to return 
to Korea and will be immune from 
further U S prosecution 
The agreem ent specifies that Park is 
not committed to testify before any 
congressional comm ittee 
Park is accused to trying to buy in­ 
fluence in Congress for the South 
Korean government by distributing 
contributions 
to 
more 
than 
20 
congressmen and entertaining dozens 


of others at his George Town Club. 
The Justice Department has 
in­ 
dicated it plans no more crim inal in­ 
dictm ents unless Park provides new 
evidence The House committee says it 
needs the testimony to determ ine if 
there 
was 
any 
wrongdoing 
by 
congressmen. 


Jaw orski’s statem ent said he has 
already notified U.S. and Korean of­ 
ficials that Park will be subpoenaed to 
testify before the ethics comm ittee if he 
comes to the United States to appear in 
court. 


The Justice Department said the 
agreem ent commits Park to testify, if 
called, at any relevant trial, including 
those of former Rep. 
Richard T 
Hanna. D-Calif., and W ashington-area 
businessman Hancho C. Kim

Mexican illegals profit, loss 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON - The borderlands of 
southwestern Arizona - a wilderness of 
rock 
formations, 
rugged 
ravines, 
saguaro cactus and mesquite - provide 
a picturesque setting for a Western 
movie. But this land also offers another 
kind of drama. 
Each 
year, 
an estim ated 
10,000 
illegal aliens trek across the desolate 
desert in the shadow of the jagged 
Baboourvari mountains in quest of 
work in the Arizona citrus groves. They 
carry no baggage, but they bring with 
them a host of economic, sociological 
and law enforcement problems. 
For millionaire ranchers and corner- 
cutting businessmen in this country, 
there is profit in the illegal entry of 
impoverished 
Mexicans, 
who 
will 
accept literally pennies for an hour’s 
work. On both sides of the border, 
therefore, an illegal, lucrative alien 
smuggling racket is flourishing. 
But two of our reporters - Hal Bern- 
ton and Doug Foster - have just 
returned 
from 
a 
two-month 
in­ 
vestigation of this compelling human 
dram a. They found that the exploited 
Mexicans are beginning to stand up for 
their human rights. 
In the past, the eight to IO million 
Mexican workers in the country have 
been easily victimized. They have been 
driven north by the impelling need to 
find wages that can support their 
women and children. 
They’ll take 
bottom-dollar pay to subsist under 
wretched living and working con­ 
ditions. If they try to complain, the 
threat 
of 
being 
turned 
over 
to 
authorities for deportation can in­ 
tim idate them into silence. 
This explains why the Arrow-head 
ranch just outside Phoenix, half-owned 
by a brother of Sen. Barry Coldwater, 
R-Ariz., has long depended on illegal 
aliens to pick its fruit. And according to 
border 
patrol 
officers, 
the 
ranch 
foreman, Frank Sanchez, is a kingpin 
in the underground traffic that supplies 
pick-and-stoop labor to other ranches 
throughout the Southwest 
A well placed Border Patrol source 
estimates that Sanchez pockets $200,000 
a 
year 
from 
his 
moonlighting 
operation. Earlier, border patrol of 
ficials 
tipped 
off 
Investigative 
Reporters and Editors about Sanchez’ 
operation. But the officials have now 
been muzzled by their superiors. 
A next-door neighbor to Arrowhead is 
the 2,500-acre spread of the Bodine 
Produce Company, where owner Ralph 
Bodine readily admits “99.9 per cent" 
of his work force is made up of illegal 
aliens. 
The m igrant Mexican hands, mainly 
non-English-speaking, are at the mercy 
of the “company store’’ - a gouging 
operation that became infamous in the 
coal mining hollows and steel towns of 
the past 
Bodine’s workers told us that a 3 and 
a one-half pound chicken costs $1.95 off 
the 
ranch, 
compared to 
$2.98 
at 
Bodine’s grocery counter. Five pounds 
of flour for tortillas sell for 65 cents 
outside, but the price inflates to $1.59 at 
the ranch store. A 72-by 90-inch blanket 
is priced at $4.98 in town but m arked up 
to $7.99 at Bodine’s. Pinto beans, a 
Mexican dietary mainstay, are almost 
double in price. 
In John Steinbeck's Depression-era 
epic, “ The Grapes of W rath,” the Joad 
family was driven by economic in­ 
justice at the hands of the ranch owners 
to defiant strike action. The sam e 
winds of change have started to blow 
among the downtrodden workers on the 
ranch conglomerates in Arizona. 
U.S. 
labor leaders have almost 
traditionally viewed Mexican migrant 
workers, 
legal 
or 
otherwise, 
as 
unorganizable But Bernton and Foster 
found that even without union help, the 
aliens at Arrowhead and Bodine’s have 
united in unprecedented strike action. 
The Arrowhead ownership caved in 
to a w orkers’ strike organized by a 


local civil rights outfit, the Maricopa 
County Organizing Project. The ranch 
m anagem ent granted a 25 per cent pay 
raise and agreed to install some toilets, 
showers and facilities for drinking 
w ater for the first time. 
But our reporting team relates that 
workers and their families still live 
primitively in the middle of the citrus 
groves, with flimsy tarpaulins for 
cover, makeshift outdoor grills for 
cooking 
and 
a 
sparsity

facilities. 
At last account, the strikers at 
Bodine’s have encountered tougher 
opposition. Striking workers at the 
ranch reported getting less than the 
minimum 
hourly wage. 
They 
told 
horror stories of irrigation ditches 
being opened without warning and 
sometimes 
waking 
to 
find 
water 
flooding through their cam psites. They 
also complained that they have been 
sprayed with pesticides while working 
in the fields. 
Owner Ralph Bodine frankly told 
Foster “as a m atter of practicality, I 
don’t give a. . if the lemons rot or not” 
and insisted he would not bow to the 
striking aliens. 
With U.S. Attorney Michael Hawkins 
and 
Pheonix 
judge 
Carl 
Meucke 
dealing even-handedly in the dispute, 
the alien farm workers have scored 


several m ajor legal breakthroughs in 
the courts. The owners can no longer 
bar labor organizers from the camps, 
and the workers have been awarded 
tenancy rights in the groves where they 
eke out an existence 
But outrageous abuses persist One 
border patrol official reported that 
owners occasionally sought to cheat the 
illegals out of even their substandard 
wages by having them deported just 
before payday Another source told our 
reporting team: “ I’ve seen workers 
with faces that look like ham burger 
from the beatings given them at the 
ranch.” 
Some of the strikers are aw are that if 
they succeed in winning improved 
working conditions and gaining decent 
minimum wages, legal workers might 
move in to take their jobs. 
“ We aren ’t worried about th at,” one 
illegal leader told us. “We’re not doing 
this just for ourselves 
No human 
beings should have to suffer the way we 
have, citizen or not.”

denies any involvement in illegal alien 
smuggling. Tucson border patrol chief 
Herbert Walsh had this cryptic com­ 
ment: “ There is no evidence that we 
have which indicates Sanchez is con­ 
tinuing to smuggle aliens now.”

CINCINNATI (AP) — Buses were 
back on the streets today, ending a 23 
day transit strike, but the fate of six 
union mem bers accused of refusing to 
obey a court back-to-work order was 
deferred until Tuesday 
Mechanics went back to work shortly 
after

p.m. 
Friday 
following 
ratification of a contract ending the 
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strike against Queen City Metro 
“ I am only sorry that I was unable to 
prevent the strike in the first place,” 
said 
Bruce 
Foster, 
national 
ATU 
president. 
The ATU had not authorized the Dec. 
8 walkout because public employes are 
not perm itted to strike in Ohio. The 
strike left an average of 65.000 daily 
riders to find other means of tran­ 
sportation to school, work and shop­ 
ping 
Judge 
William 
R 
Matthews, 
Hamilton County Common Pleas Court, 
however, levied a $500 per day fine 
against the local for failure to comply 
with his back-to-work order Dec. 21 
Judge Matthews also deferred his 
decision in the cases of six workers 
accused 
on 
contempt 
charges 
for 
refusal to return to work. 
Foster 
said 
the 
contract 
was 
essentially the sam e as that rejected 
the previous week It offered an hourly 
hike of $1.24 to $7 80 by 1980 and free 
medical insurance. 
Foster said several factors figured in 
the approval. The Southwest Regional 
Transit 
Authority 
(SORTA). 
which 
operates the system, promised lenient 
court treatm ent for the six accused 
unionists if the contract was approved.

“ It becam e senseless to stay out any 
longer,” Foster said. 
“They were holding six men hostage.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The federal 
governm ent is studying the feasibility 
of w hat 
m ay 
be 
the 
ultim ate in 
recycling — fattening up farm anim als 
on other an im als’ m anure. 
The Food and D rug A dm inistration 
h as a 1967 policy ag ain st that practice, 
and says it has no im m ediate plan to 
change its mind. But it w ants to study 
the argum ents involved, particularly 
since som e states h av e authorized 
m an u re feed additives within their 
borders. 
The process of using m anure ad­ 
ditives involves collecting w astes from 
various anim als, drying and processing 
the w aste to kill b acteria and m ake it 
acceptable to the anim als, then m ixing 
the result with reg u lar feed. 
U sing treated anim al w astes in feed 
m ay provide an econom ic benefit to 
consum ers, the FDA said, since it is 
less 
costly 
than 
o th er sources 
of 
nutrition. 
L arge 
corn 
crops 
have 
low ered feed prices for now, but the 
A griculture D epartm ent notes th at this 
could change. 
“In addition to contributing to the 
n ation’s protein supply, recycling of 
anim al w aste m ay reduce w ater and 
a ir pollution,” the FDA said.

organism s and parasites, residues of 
drugs and drug metabolites and toxic 
elem ents and other contaminants. ...” 
Som e states, 
including Alabama, 
California, 
Colorado, 
M ississippi, 
Virginia and Washington, have issued 
their own laws allowing som e uses of 
dried w aste as feed. 
In addition, Florida, Georgia, Iowa 
and Oregon have started registering 
dried w aste as a feed ingredient under 
existing laws. 
The FD A ’s current disapproval isn’t 
a factor in those states unless the 
product crosses state lines. 
‘ The research to date has demon­ 
strated that animal waste contains 
nutrients that can be used either by the 
species that produces the waste or by 
other sp ecies,” the FDA statem ent 
said. 
Scientists estim ate that 1.7 billion 
tons of anim al waste <s produced rn the 
nation each year an: as much as 143 
million tons of this can be used as 
anim al feed.

Bergland was asked about estim ates 
in the private grain trade and in the 
departm ent itself which indicated prior 
to Nov. 2 that the Soviet harvest might 
be closer to 200 million tons than the 215

pick up are credible or not,” Bergand 
replied. “ When we publish a report it is 
official. I can’t deal in hearsay.” 
Bergland was then asked what might 
have happened to the farm prices of 
U.S. grain if his departm ent had 
“expressed some public doubt” about 
the official estim ate of 215 million tons. 
“ No effect whatsoever," Bergland 
said “The trade had already taken into 
account what had taken place. 
In other 
words, 
he said, 
when 
Moscow announced its grain estim ate 
on Nov. 2, “the m arket already knew 
that the Russian crop was 
had been 
hurt, and they didn’t have any 
significant m arket impact then or 
since.” 
The Soviet Union is committed to buy 
a minimum of 6 million tons of wheat 
and corn annually 
beginning with 
deliveries each Oct. I for five years. In 
the first year which just ended, the 
Soviets bought about the minimum 
quantity. 
But because of this year’s sm aller 
harvest, the Soviet Union already has 
bought about 6.4 million tons of grain — 
including about 4.1 million of corn and 
2.3 million of wheat — and has been 
given permission by the United States 
to buy a total of up to 15 million tons 
without further consulation. 
Department experts say that they 
believe the Soviet Union will order the 
full 15 million tons for 1977-78 delivery, 
the second year of the agreem ent. 
But some persons, including Sen 
McGovern, believe the Soviets made 
secret arrangm ents months ago with 
private companies or their foreign 
affiliates for the full amount when they 
knew that the 1977 harvest would be 
sm aller than last year's record crop. 
When 
McGovern 
announced 
last 
month that he also wanted a hearing , 
he said the recent sales to Russia, 
"w ere strongly reminiscent of 1972 
when the Russians took advantage of 
then current grain prices at the ex 
pense of 
U.S. producers and con­ 
sum ers.” 
Five years ago, the Soviets secretly 
bought huge quantities of U.S. grain, 
including 
about 12 million tons

Siberian husky receives heart pacemaker 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 
Four 
year-old Molly was flown UMH) miles 
from her home at a rem ote village on 
the 
Bering 
Sea 
for 
the 
delicate 
operation to install a heart pacem aker 
in her chest 
But just five hours after the surgery, 
the Siberian husky sled dog went into 
cardiac arrest and died Friday. 
Molly was a “a sweet dog 
an ex­ 
cellent sled dog,” 
said 
Dr. 
John 
Thomas, the veterinarian who headed 
the three-surgeon team that performed 
the operation 
Molly belonged to John Deloder, a 
Bureau of Indian Affairs teacher at the 
village of Tununak near Tetolin Strait 
on the Bering Sea. He took her to a 
veterinarian when he noticed she had 
slowed down, suspecting a simple case 
of worms. 
But the examination showed that a 
heart block had slowed her heartbeat to 
half its normal pace 


She was flown to Anchorage for in­ 
stallation of the $1,700 pacem aker, 
donated by a medical supply house, 
which 
would 
have 
increased 
her 
heartbeat from 40 beats a minute to its 
normal 80 beats a minute. But, Thomas 
said, her heart apparently was not 
strong enough to take the tiny packet 
and attendant wires 
Thomas, assisted by cardiologist Dr. 
Leo Bustad and thoracic specialist Dr. 
Frederick Hood, began the operation 
on Molly on Thursday but the effort ran 
into 
complications 
almost 
im­ 
mediately. 
Molly went into cardiac arrest just 
before the operation began. As one 
doctor m assaged the husky’s heart, 
another scram bled through rush-hour 
traffic to pick up a defibrillator, a 
device that uses electric shocks to get a 
patient’s heart beating again. 
“They don’t know it’s for a dog,” he 
said as he rushed back to the office

Third meeting of the season 


It was a very good year

Happy New Y ear! The year of 1977 has been a very good 
one in local sports and national sports in general. Som e the 
bigger stories of y ear included the U niversity of P ittsburgh 
winning the NCAA football cham pionship, the O akland 
R aiders beating M innesota in Super Bowl XI, the Tom 
Seaver trad e to the C incinnati Reds, M arquette giving 
coach Al M cG uire a fitting retirem en t party by winning the 
NCAA basketball cham pionship, Reggie Jackson and the 
New York Y ankees winning the Word Series, Bill W alton 
and the P ortland T rail B lazers w inning the NBA cham ­ 
pionship and C harles O. Finley finally selling the O akland 
A’s. 
Around this area , things have been also been happening. 
Here a re the top sports stories of 1977: 
1. M iami T race wins third consecutive gold football 
B um per stickers dotted F a y ette County claim ing the 
“ Y ear of the P an th er” and it m ost certainly was. F red 
Zechm an, A rt Schlichter and a host of others led T race to a 
third consecutive unbeaten season and their fourth straight 
SCOL cham pionship 
The P an th ers, aw esom e one y ear before in 1976, w ere 
unbelievable in 1977, rolling up 606 points over IO helpless 
opponents They outscored th eir com petitors 61-7 every 
tim e they w alked on the field. 
Several individuals contributed their final grid season to 
the cham pionship season besides Schlichter. Bill Harm ers 
w as the leading high school receiver in Ohio with nearly 900 
y ard s through the a ir on 50 catches. 
David C ream er led the South Central Ohio L eague in 
scoring w ith 20 touchdowns and another ll conversions for 
142 points. Running back Dennis Combs finished second in 
the league in rushing with an average of over 91 yards 
every gam e, an so on and so on. 
The season started on a clear night with an 84-0 an­ 
nihilation of D elaw are Hayes and ended on a cold night with 
a 46-12 win over county rival W ashington C H. The only 
question for 1978? What can the P an th ers do for an encore? 
2. A rt Schlichter m ost recruited prep player in U.S. 
The P a n th er quarterback, nicknam ed everything from 
“ the F ran ch ise ” to “ the P icasso of the gridiron,” has been 
besieged with offers from nearly every m ajor college in the 
nation. 
Schlichter has been the subject of feature stories by the 
Columbus Citizen-Journal, the Colum bus D ispatch and the 
Cincinnati E nquirer in addition to film ed reports on WBNS- 
TV 
L ate in the year, it w as reported that Schlichter had 
w hittled his choices to four schools — Ohio State, M ichigan, 
Penn State and Tennessee Lately, the reports seem to say 
that only OSU and Penn State a re still in the running. 
As a postscript to a fabulous high school career, 
Schlichter was nam ed all-SCOL, back of the year in the 
district, top back in Ohio by both the A ssociated P ress and 
the United P ress International, and an All-Am erican by 
several publications.

3. F red Zechm an selected to head South all-stars 
On the heels of his third straig h t unbeaten season, the

Zechm an, who cam e to M iam i T race in 1973 relatively 
unknown, has com piled a 43-6-1 in five years with the 
Panthers.

Zechm an will be in good com pany as three other head 
coaches from W orthington, Loveland H urst and Buckeye 
North will help with the chores in the gam e. Zechm an’s real 
test will com e next Septem ber when he begins the season 
with a graduation-riddled squad. 
4. Blue Lion baseball team enters regional tourney 
Although W ashington C H. featured a baseball team that 
entered regional tournam ent com petition som e years 
before, the 1977 Blue Lions becam e the first to en ter such a 
tournam ent since the Ohio High School Athletic Association 
(OHSAA) took over the reins. 
F o r the first tim e in 16 years, they won the district 
tournam ent and enter regional play at Trenton, Ohio 
against eventual Class AA state winners.

Lavin Short Stories Rate 
Among Best of the Genre

Mary La vin’s “The Shrine k 
Other Stories” probably will 
not appear on any best-seller 
list. That seems to be the fate 
usually reserved for short-story 
collections. Which is a pity, 
since the form is an extremely 
demanding one and only the 
very best writers are able to 
bring it off successfully. 
Mary Lavin is such a writer, 
and in this collection of five 
long short stories she demon­ 
strates once again the artistic 
skills which have earned her a 
place among 
the 
very 
top 
writers in the form. 
Miss 
Lavin 
was 
born 
in 
America but moved to Ireland 
at an early age so the stories 


here are essentially Irish in lo­ 
cale as well as in spirit. But a 
bit of the American creeps in 
now and then, and the blend is 
a smooth and successful one. 
This combining of cultures is 
shown to greatest advantage in 
the story titled “Tom,” a bit­ 
tersweet recollection by a girl 
of her father. This absorbing 
tale also includes some of Miss 
Lavin’s finest writing: “My fa­ 
ther’s hair was black as the 
Devil’s, and he flew into black, 
black rages. You could say ev­ 
erything about him was black 
except his red blood, his fierce 
blue eyes, and the gold spikes 
of love with which he pierced 
me to the heart when I was a 
child.” 
None of the other stories 
quite equal “Tom,” but they 
still are very good indeed.
